3. In view of the amendments and a further review of all art in the case at the 
current time, Herrell (4860444) is now applied.

5. Claims 1-4,9-1 1,13,14,18,19,27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Herrell. 

Overall package 10, substrate 26, die 36, compliant spring like leads 38, fluid inlet/outlet 
ports and all other claimed elements are clearly shown in this reference. 

6. Claims 12,15 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Herrell. 

Valves, o-rings and a boiling cooling liquid are not discussed in the reference. However, 
liquid cooling and seal means(28) are shown in the reference. Once such is done, the 
use of valves and specific seals is notoriously known in the art to control flow and 
prevent leakage. Boiling liquids are also well known to better cool the components. For 
these reasons, the above claims would have been obvious. 
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7. Claims 5-8,16,17,20,21 and 23-26 are objected to and would be allowed if made 
fully independent. 

8. This action is not final since claim 27 was not amended.
